1 In the third month after the children of Israel had gone out of the land of Egypt, on the same day, they came to 
the Wilderness of Sinai. 

2 For they had departed from Rephidim, had come to the Wilderness of Sinai, and camped in the wilderness. So 
Israel camped there before the mountain. 

3 And Moses went up to God, and the LORD called to him from the mountain, saying, "Thus you shall say to the 
house of Jacob, and tell the children of Israel: 

4 "You have seen what I did to the Egyptians, and how I bore you on eagles' wings and brought you to Myself. 

5 Now therefore, if you will indeed obey My voice and keep My covenant, then you shall be a special treasure to 
Me above all people; for all the earth is Mine. 

6 And you shall be to Me a kingdom of priests and a holy nation.' These are the words which you shall speak to 
the children of Israel."

So Moses brought 
back the words of the people to the LORD.

Therefore I am terrified at His presence; When I consider this, I am afraid of Him. 
16 For God made my heart weak, And the Almighty terrifies me; 

17 

Because I was not cut off from the presence of darkness, And He did not hide deep darkness from my face. 
Chapter 24 

I "Since times are not hidden from the Almighty, Why do those who know Him see not His days? 

2 

"Some remove landmarks; They seize flocks violently and feed on them; 

' They drive away the donkey of the fatherless; They take the widow's ox as a pledge. 

4 

They push the needy off the road; All the poor of the land are forced to hide. 

5 Indeed, like wild donkeys in the desert, They go out to their work, searching for food. The wilderness yields 
food for them and for their children. 

6 They gather their fodder in the field And glean in the vineyard of the wicked. 

7 

They spend the night naked, without clothing, And have no covering in the cold.

' They are wet with the showers of the mountains, And huddle around the rock for want of shelter. 

g 

"Some snatch the fatherless from the breast, And take a pledge from the poor. 
10 They cause the poor to go naked, without clothing; And they take away the sheaves from the hungry. 

I I They press out oil within their walls, And tread winepresses, yet suffer thirst. 

12 

The dying groan in the city, And the souls of the wounded cry out; Yet God does not charge them with wrong. 
3 "There are those who rebel against the light; They do not know its ways Nor abide in its paths. 

14 

The murderer rises with the light; He kills the poor and needy; And in the night he is like a thief. 

15 The eye of the adulterer waits for the twilight, Saying, "No eye will see me'; And he disguises his face. 

16 In the dark they break into houses Which they marked for themselves in the daytime; They do not know the 



light. 

17 For the morning is the same to them as the shadow of death; If someone recognizes them, They are in the 
terrors of the shadow of death. 

18 "They should be swift on the face of the waters, Their portion should be cursed in the earth, So that no one 
would turn into the way of their vineyards. 

19 

As drought and heat consume the snow waters, So the grave consumes those who have sinned. 

20 The womb should forget him, The worm should feed sweetly on him; He should be remembered no more, And 
wickedness should be broken like a tree. 

21 

~ For he preys on the barren who do not bear, And does no good for the widow. 

22 

"But God draws the mighty away with His power; He rises up, but no man is sure of life. 

21 

~ He gives them security, and they rely on it; Yet His eyes are on their ways. 

24 They are exalted for a little while, Then they are gone. They are brought low; They are taken out of the way like 
all others; They dry out like the heads of grain. 

"Now if it is not so, who will prove me a liar, And make my speech worth nothing?" 



Hosea 4:1-8 
Chapter 4 

1 Hear the word of the LORD, You children of Israel, For the LORD brings a charge against the inhabitants of the 
land: "There is no truth or mercy Or knowledge of God in the land. 

2 By swearing and lying, Killing and stealing and committing adultery, They break all restraint, With bloodshed 
upon bloodshed. 

3 Therefore the land will mourn; And everyone who dwells there will waste away With the beasts of the field And 
the birds of the air; Even the fish of the sea will be taken away.

33 Strive for justice for thy soul, and even unto death fight for justice, and God will overthrow thy enemies for 
thee.

Be not hasty in thy tongue: and slack and remiss in thy works. 

Be not as a lion in thy house, terrifying them of thy household, and oppressing them that are under thee. 
36 Let not thy hand be stretched out to receive, and shut when thou shouldst give. 

Chapter 5 

1 Set not thy heart upon unjust possessions, and say not: I have enough to live on: for it shall be of no service in 
the time of vengeance and darkness.

1 So the daughter of Zion is left as a booth in a vineyard, As a hut in a garden of cucumbers, As a besieged city. 

9 Unless the LORD of hosts Had left to us a very small remnant, We would have become like Sodom, We would 
have been made like Gomorrah.

20 These words Jesus spoke in the treasury, as He taught in the temple; and no one laid hands on Him, for His 
hour had not yet come. 



Ninth Hour 

Genesis 6:5-9:6 
Chapter 6 

5 Then the LORD saw that the wickedness of man was great in the earth, and that every intent of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continually. 

6 And the LORD was sorry that He had made man on the earth, and He was grieved in His heart. 

7 So the LORD said, "I will destroy man whom I have created from the face of the earth, both man and beast, 
creeping thing and birds of the air, for I am sorry that I have made them." 

Q 

But Noah found grace in the eyes of the LORD. 

q 

This is the genealogy of Noah. Noah was a just man, perfect in his generations. Noah walked with God. 

10 And Noah begot three sons: Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

1 1 The earth also was corrupt before God, and the earth was filled with violence. 

1 2 

~ So God looked upon the earth, and indeed it was corrupt; for all flesh had corrupted their way on the earth. 

13 And God said to Noah, "The end of all flesh has come before Me, for the earth is filled with violence through 
them; and behold, I will destroy them with the earth. 

14 

Make yourself an ark of gopherwood; make rooms in the ark, and cover it inside and outside with pitch. 



15 And this is how you shall make it: The length of the ark shall be three hundred cubits, its width fifty cubits, 
and its height thirty cubits. 

16 You shall make a window for the ark, and you shall finish it to a cubit from above; and set the door of the ark 
in its side. You shall make it with lower, second, and third decks. 

17 And behold, I Myself am bringing floodwaters on the earth, to destroy from under heaven all flesh in which is 
the breath of life; everything that is on the earth shall die. 

IK But I will establish My covenant with you; and you shall go into the ark-you, your sons, your wife, and your 
sons' wives with you. 

19 And of every living thing of all flesh you shall bring two of every sort into the ark, to keep them alive with you; 
they shall be male and female. 

20 Of the birds after their kind, of animals after their kind, and of every creeping thing of the earth after its kind, 
two of every kind will come to you to keep them alive. 

21 And you shall take for yourself of all food that is eaten, and you shall gather it to yourself; and it shall be food 
for you and for them." 

22 

Thus Noah did; according to all that God commanded him, so he did. 



Chapter 9 



So God blessed Noah and his sons, and said to them: "Be fruitful and multiply, and fill the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the dread of you shall be on every beast of the earth, on every bird of the air, on all 
that move on the earth, and on all the fish of the sea. They are given into your hand.

17 

All nations before Him are as nothing, And they are counted by Him less than nothing and worthless. 

1 8 

To whom then will you liken God? Or what likeness will you compare to Him? 

19 The workman molds an image, The goldsmith overspreads it with gold, And the silversmith casts silver 
chains. 

20 whoever is too impoverished for such a contribution Chooses a tree that will not rot; He seeks for himself a 
skillful workman To prepare a carved image that will not totter. 

21 Have you not known? Have you not heard? Has it not been told you from the beginning? Have you not 
understood from the foundations of the earth? 

22 it is He who sits above the circle of the earth, And its inhabitants are like grasshoppers, Who stretches out the 
heavens like a curtain, And spreads them out like a tent to dwell in. 

23 

He brings the princes to nothing; He makes the judges of the earth useless. 

24 Scarcely shall they be planted, Scarcely shall they be sown, Scarcely shall their stock take root in the earth, 
When He will also blow on them, And they will wither, And the whirlwind will take them away like stubble. 

25 

' "To whom then will you liken Me, Or to whom shall I be equal?" says the Holy One. 

26 Lift up your eyes on high, And see who has created these things, Who brings out their host by number; He 
calls them all by name, By the greatness of His might And the strength of His power; Not one is missing. 

27 Why do you say, O Jacob, And speak, O Israel: "My way is hidden from the LORD, And my just claim is 
passed over by my God"? 

28 Have you not known? Have you not heard? The everlasting God, the LORD, The Creator of the ends of the 
earth, Neither faints nor is weary. His understanding is unsearchable. 

29 

~ He gives power to the weak, And to those who have no might He increases strength. 
Even the youths shall faint and be weary, And the young men shall utterly fall,

Chapter 7 

9 "I watched till thrones were put in place, And the Ancient of Days was seated; His garment was white as snow, 
And the hair of His head was like pure wool.
